Two Well Known Voong Men In Serious 

Trouble. 

La Fayette, Ky., Mar. 24.— Some 
one tried to assassinate Mr. Edwin 
Garner, the druggist, last night. 
Between 10 and 11 o'clock after Mr. 
Garner had gone to bed in the back 
room of his drug store, where he 
sleeps, some one came to the back 
door and knocked, and called him. 
He inquired what was wanted, but 
did not open the door. The would- 
be assassin then went to a side win- 
dow and threw a rock though the 
window. Mr. Garner halloed, "Who 
is that?" and then two pistol shots 
were fired through the window in 
quick succession. 

Frank and John White are now 
under arrest, charged with the crime. 
The evidence seems to be very con- 
clusive against them, especially 
agains* John. 

About the last of January John 
and Frank got drunk and were very 
disorderly and Mr. Garner, who is 
police judge, had them arrested, and 
they swore vesganee against him 
then, and it can be proven that they 
have made several threats against his 
life.

General A. W. Greely, in consider- 
ing "The Personal side of Washing- 
ton" in April Ladies Home Journal, 
will bring to bear interesting light 
upon him as son, husband, neighbor, 
business man, slave owner (as were 
nearly all Virginia land-owners of his 
day), and Christian. With respect 
to the charges that Washington was 
neither u dutiful nor loving sou, Gen- 
eral Greely will say: 

'•There seems, indeed, to have been 
what may be called an Incompatibility 
of temperament, arising possibly from 
their possessing strong and similar 
characters. It should he remember- 
ed that Washington's training in the 
broad schools of politics and "ar 
threw him not ouly iu contact with 
the sturdy, rough humanity of the 
froutier, but also with the cultured 
meu of all professions, while his 
mother's life was practically confined 
to a single Virginia county, lo h a 
uiother, whose material conditions in 
, if anything, superior 
,arly years, it seemed 
less than proper that the Colony 
of Virginia should settle n pension 
upon her for her son's service, and it 
took Washington'* direct influence to 
prevent such action being t.akeu by 
the Virginia Legislature. Nearly 
every letter of the mother is a com- 
plaint of the hard times and the dif- 
ticultiesMiuder which she exists, the 
inference being doubtless conveyed 
that Washington was neglectful of 
her. The determined o'd lady, then 
some eighty years of age, persisted iu 
maintaining an establishment, and in 
conducting a plantation of which she 
was soie mistress, and which she 
could not herself manage. At the 
same time she considered that her son 
was a banker, who could be drawn on 
to make good all deficiences resulting 
from thievish overseers, bad mauagw- 
ineut,and;unfavorable crop conditions. 
These drafts Washington had met 
uncomplainingly for years, and even 
then sent her the last money he had 
iu hand. Advising his mother to 
lease her estate and live with one of 
her children he offered her a home at 
Mount Vernon, but as an honest man 
and filial sou he stated clearly the 
situation and its alternatives. In a 
house constantly filled with distin- 
guished visitors she must either dress 
daily for dinner, or come iu her ordi- 
nary costume (which it is well under- 
stood was not suited for company), 
to the raor ifkatiou of himself and 
his wife, or she must live in her 
own rooms, which would be trying 
to her.

Notwithstanding the generally fav- 
ble weather conditions prevailing 
during the months of January and 
February, 1896, the condition of the 
wheat crop at the close of February 
is not Muttering. 

Reports received Lrom ninety-five 
counties, with but few exceptions, 
ilace the condition of the crop far be 
aw the average. Theuty-three cor- 
respondents report the couditiou us 
"worst ever kuown." while only two 
correspondents report the condition 
"good." 

Correspondents from seventy coun- 
ties report varying conditions, which 
may be embrai ed under the general 
head, "unfavorable." 

Owing to unfavorable conditions at 
seeding time, the acreage was mater- 
ially reduced; this, with tLe generally 
unfavorable report, makes the out- 
look for an average crop doubtful, 
even with the most favorable weather 
conditions from this time forward. 

The reports for percentage of 1895 
crop still in first hands average 21 per 
cent. Reports on condition of grow- 
ing plant, average 64 per cent. Oe 
stand obtained, 72 per cent. 

RYE. 

Reports on the condition of rye 
give an average condition of 68 per 
cent. 



Reports on the per cent, of 1895 
crop still in first hands give an aver 
age of 58 per cent., being considera- 
bly more than is usually tound there 
at this season of the year. 

HOGS. 

, Reports on the percentage of hogs 
being fattened for market average 86 
per cent. This would indicate a short 
supply of hogs, when it is considered 
that comparatively no hogs are being 
carried over to be fed for fall market. 

Twenty correspondents report hog 
cholera prevalent. 

TOBACCO. 

While it is early for information on 
the tobacco crop, correspondents re- 
port generally good progress made in 
sowing plant beds. The reports oa 
per cent, of plant beds sown average 
of 59 per cent, Reports on per cent, 
of 1895 crop still in first hands show 
53 per cent, of the crops so held. The 
extremely low price of all grades of 
tobacco is having the effect of dis- 
raging production, and, unless 
e is an improvement along this 
, it may safely be assumed that 
less than an average crop will be 
pitched the coming season.
